York after,July 4, 1827. This w*s 
concurred In by the unanimous vote 
of the Legislature. 


The extreme section of the anti- 


slaver) party in the United States

They advocated Immediate sweeping 
away by the Federal Government of 
Southern slavery, without regard to 
constitutional guarantees, vested In- 
.eresU, or political facts

name dates from about 1833.

lesire of many of the best men, even 
of the South; and until after

War of 1811 there was no prejudice

Literacy Tests 


For New Voters 


At the general election In 1*21 an 


amendment to article 11, section 1, 
ul the State Constitution was passed 
which provides: 


"Vfter January 1, 1922, no pe, sou 


shall become entitled to vote by at- 
taining majority, by naturalltation or 
otherwise, unless such person !» also 
able, except for 
physical disability, 


to read and write English; and suit- 
able laws shall be passed by the leg- 
islature to enforce this provision " 


Tbe former test of reading an ex- 


tract from the constitution of this 
state given by the election inspectors 
is abolished. 


The general qualifications of vot- 


ers are as follows. 


1. He must have been a citizen for 


90 days. 


2. He must be 21 years of age or 


more. 


3. He must have Ihed 5 years In 


the United States, 


4. Ho must have lived 1 year In 


the state. 


5. He must have lived 4 month* In 


the county. 


6 He must have lived 30 day* In 


the election district. 


7 He must possess evidence of lit- 


eracy if a new voter. The qualifica- 
tions as to time must exist as of the 
day of election. 


Evidence ot Literacy. 


The evidence of literacy which all 


new voters must present to the elec- 
tion Inspectors Is one of the follow- 
ing 


1 A diploma from an eighth 


ftrade elementary school in which 
English has been the language of 
instruction, or of a higher school. 


2. A certificate of literacy IssuM 


by the school authorities under the 
rulea and regulations of the Regents. 


Pursuant to the rules of the 


Board ot Regents, the literacy test 
for the city of Kingston will be 
given at the high school on the fol- 
lowing dates by Principal Frank L. 
Meagber of School No. 6: 


October 7, from 7 to 9:30 p «. 
October 15, from 7 to 9:30 p m 
October 16. from 2 to 5 p. m. and 


from 7 to 9:30 p. m. 


The literacy test will also be given 


to new voters on any school day 
from October 7 to October 15 at 
school No. 5, Wynkoop Place, from 
12 m. to 1 p. m., and on Monday. 
October 11 and Wednesday, October 
13 at the high school from 7:30 to 
9 p. m. 


New voters are urged to take this 


test at the earliest possible date.
